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PREFACE TO THE TIME-SERIES 
DATA HANDBOOK 



This data handbook presents enrollment statistics for high school graduates for selected years 
between 1969 and 1987. The data used to generate these statistics were taken from students' high 
sclvx)l transcripts. This volume shows enrollment statistics for studei * public high schools for 
selected y-^rs between 1969 and 1987. A companton volume presents enrollment statistk^ for 
students ai »xjblk; and private high schools for selected years between 1975 and 1987.^ 

Four data sets were used to generate the statistics in this time series report: the National 
Assessment of Educational Progress (1987). High School and Beyond (1982). the National 
Longitudinal Sunday— Youth Ck)hort (1975-1982), and the ETS Study of Academic Predlctton and 
Growth (1969).^ These data sets were selected because they included complete high school 
transcripts. The advantages of high school transcript infonnation over other types of enrollment 
measures are analyzed In Appendix I. The data sets used in this report, as well as other sources of 
national data on high school course enroBmonts. are described In detail in Appendix II. 

Only high school graduates are represented in these tables. Dropouts and other students for 
whom we dW not have complete high school transcripts were excluded from the sample of students 
used to generate these enrollment statistk^s. This was done to ensure that the samples of students 
were consistent across data sets. The specific rules for restricting the samples to high school 
graduates are described for each data set in Appendix III. Appendix III also discusses the accuracy of 
the estimates In these tables. 

The Secondary School Taxonomy was used to organize the transcript data from each data set 
Into a consistent framework.3 Appendix IV describes the Secondary School Taxonomy and the 
procedures used to arrange courses from each of the four data sets bito this framework, as wen as 
several discrepancies that remained between data sets due to differences In the way courses were 
onginaily aggregated in the different data sets.

There are three series of tables In this report. The first series shows soneral enroDment trends 
for students with various demographic characteristics. The second series shows in greater detail the 
trends in academic enrollments, and the third series presents enrollment trends In the vocational 
education curriculum. 

Participation in the different cunicular areas is primarily measured in two ways: the average 
number of credits earned and the percentage of students who earned credits within a particular 
curri oilar area. The percentages were calculated as the fraction of the total number of students who 
met the row classification criteria (e.g. n^ale. Hispanic) and participated in the currlcular area tdentified 
by the column label. Unless othenwise specified, credits earned reflect the average number credits 
earned In the curricutar area specified by the column label over all students In the population 
specified by the row classification criteria.^ Therefore, the averages reflect both measures of 
participation: the percentage of students talking courses in a cunicular area, and the intensity of the 
course-talking behavior of those who participated. For example, the High School and Beyond data 
show that students earned an average of 1 .1 credits in foreign languages, and that 53 percent of all 
students participated In the foreign language curriculum while in high school. This means that, on 
average, students who took foreign languages completed slightly more than 2 credits in this area 
(1.1 credits * 0.53 « 2.1). When using these data, the researcher is cautioned against drawing 
conclusions without examining both the average number of credits earned and the level of 
participation in the specified cun-icular area. In general, we have found that the intensity of 
participation (credits completed) has been relatively constant over time In most subjects when the 
level of participation (percentage of students completing courses) Is considered. 

A third measure, representation, was used to describe the proportion of credits earned in 
vocational education by different groups of students (Series C). The representation figure is 
calculated in two steps; first, the average number of credits earned by a particular group is divided by 
the average number of credits earned by all graduates. The resulting ratio indicates whether a 
particular subgroup enrolled in that part of the cunlculum at the same rate as the population overal. H 
the ratio is greater than 1 . then the subgroup enrolled at rates greater than those for graduates as a 
whole. Similarly, H the ratio is less than 1 , then the subgroup enrolled at rates lower than the 
population overall. For example, the ETS data reveal that female graduates earned on average about 
.9 credits In consumer and homemaking economics (CHE), compared to about .5 credits for all 
graduates. The credit ralfo for females wouW be 1 .8 (.9 ♦ .5 - i .8) Indfcatlng that females were more 
likely to enroll in CHE than the populatton overall. 



* There are several tables in which the average number of credKs reflects the number of crediti earne<* by only 
those etudente who participated in the particular curricular area. 



The second calculation mutllplles this ratio of credits by ths fraction of hich school o<'aduates in 
the specified subgroup. This calculation shows the percentage of credits completed by the 
specified subgroup in the particular subject area. By comparing the share of the population in a 
group with their representation in a subject, one can ascertain whether the group Is under- or 
overrepresented in that part of the curriculum. To continue the earlier example, if females comprised 
about 52 percent of all high school graduates in 1969, we can estimate that they earned about 94 
percent of all CHE credits [1 .8 x .52 • 94 percent]. 

The enrollment statistics (colurirts) were calculated from transcript infomnation, as were two of 
the student characteristics (row classification) variables. The row classification variables constructed 
from transcript information were high school grade point average (HS GPA) and grade level (the year 
in which the course was taken). The ccnstnjction of these variables is descrfbed in Appendix III. 

Most of the row classifications were taken directly from the data sets as categorical variables. 
However, the classKication categories for similar variables were not the same in each data set. For 
example, both High School and Beyond and the National Assessment of Educational Progress 
categorize race/ethniclty as Asian, black. Hispanic, native American, or white: the Educatior.al 
Testing Sen/ice data categorize race/ethnicity as Asian, black. Hispanic, or white; and the National 
Longitudinal Survey— Youth Cohort data categorize this characteristic as black. Hispanic, or non- 
black/non-Hispanic. Differences in the way students were categorized makes comparisons over time 
difficult, but crreful analysis should enable users of these data to draw accurate inferences about 
high school course-taking over time. Furthermore, in cases where the variable categortzatton 
schemes could not be reconciled in the different data sets, the categories in one data set were 
established to most closely approximate the categories in the other data sets. Different 
categorization schemes within similar variables use different laL^els. so data users win be able to tell 
when the categories are not the same. 

All of the variables of interest were not available in each data set. Father's and Mother's 
Education were not available in the NAEP (1987) transcript data, but this variable was of Interest and 
was therefore shown for the other data sets. Simiiarty. (students') Plans Next Year was not available in 
either the ETS (1969) or NAEP transcript f iles, so it was shown only for the middle years, 1975-82. 

Finally, all of the data sets, with the exception of ETS, were weighted samples; the weights 
provkJed with the data set were designed to produce estimates of the national populatton of high 
school graduates. However, because the weighting procedures are themselves based on estimated 
data, our weighted populattons differed slightly from other published numbers of total high school 
graduates in the specified years. In order to maintain consistency with other published information 



and consistency between years, we adopted estimatea ol the national population of high school 
graduates from the Digtst of Education Statistics, and assumed that our weighted population 
estimates were correct In the proportional representation of students by various student 
characteristics.^ We would have had to mka this same assumption had we used the weighted 
population estimates of high school graduates derived from the data sets. 

The use of population estimates from the Digast of Education Statistics 80^ed several 
problems. In the case of NLS-Youth, our estimates were averages for the aggregations of the years 
represented, and the use of the Digast population estimates con-ected for problems introduced by 
averaging across years. Second, since ETS did not contain any student weights, we had to rely on 
an alternative source for our estimate of the population of 1969 high school graduates in any case. 
Finally, the NAEP data were calculated based on a sample of students that included both 11th 
graders and 17 year-olds, and some of this latter group were not in the 11 th grade at the time of the 
surveys. The incluston of 17 year-olds in the sample did not affect the estinnates of average credits 
taicen or the rates of participation, but they did result in an inflated populatton estinnate for 1987. 
Since one of the questions addressed by this report Is the growth or decline of total vocational 
enrollments nationwide (i.e. the total number of credits completed in vocational education by all 
students), consistent population estinnates were very important. By using the Digast population 
figures, we can be confident that the apparent growth or decline in total enrollments is not the result 
of different weighting strategies, but is a function of growth and decline of the high school 
population and of the average number of credits completed by students In the different cohorts.

High School Curriculum Trsi>j 

Tha high school curriculum has traditlonalty baan charactarttad as consisting of thraa largaly 
axcluslva tracks: academic, ganaral. and vocational. High achool aludants wars claaslfiad by rafaranca 
to ona of thas# tracks, and thair coursa-taking axpariancas wars consldarad to ba adaquataiy 
axpiainad by thia rafaranoi. Thaaa labala ara not without aoma maril. sinca 'acadamic' atudanta do 
complata mora cradfta on avaraga from within tha acadamic cuniaAim than 'QwnT or "vocationar 
studanta. vocational atudanta complata mora vocatbnal cradia than ttudanla In tha othar tracka. and 
ganaral atudanta ara iaft aomjwhara in batwaan. 

Thasa distincttona. Siowavar. ara raaOy not vary informativa. 'Acadamic' may appropriatefy deflr>t 
tha group of students that goaa on to four-yaar oollagea and unfvaraitiaa. but tha iabai doea not 
unambiguously define a unique high achool curriculum that appBaa only to thasa atudanta. For 
exampie. many students described as vocational or general oomplate oouraaa auch as Algebra 1 or 
French, coursea which ara generally thought of as collega preparatory; aimSarly. wood ahop. 
electronlca. or paraonal finance coursaa ara not cioaed to academic atudenta. Thua. tha labels 
"academic' 'g^^mrti^,' and VocattonaT may accurately differantiata cunlcula. but they do not woik wel 
to distinguiah fStmtt types of students. 

The data presanted in this report show why applying tliese labela to students is ntelaading. For 
exarrple, data from High School and Beyond ahow that high achool graduatea who describe 
themselves as vocatlonai tradt studems completed an average of 6.6 credita In the vocational 
curriculum, self-described general students corripieted 4.7 vocational credits on average, and sel- 
reported academic students completed an average of 3.0 credits in the vocattonal currfcAjium. Similar^. 
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•II h»oh school graduitAt compt«t*d mo«t of tM crtditt in thf academic curriculum: vocttlonil 
ttud«ntt compiffttd an avtrag« of 11.6. acttfomie ttud^nta an avtrapt of 16.4. and gtnoral ttudtntt 
an avtragt of 13.5 cndls. Thug, whHo tht currfcuUn track dtsJgnttiont do rafltct •onr>t dlfftrencM h 
pattifT* of participation In tht high school curricula, thtst dtslgnattorv art hpraclss and conctil tha 
•xtart to which «l high school graduatas ccfnplrts couftas across tha vi^^ 

Thsrt are two ovtrarching rsasons to bs wary of dsscrting studtnis' cunrlculsf axparlsncss w«h 
thtss broad track labtla. Tha first is that ths labals suggast a dsgrea of oonslstsncy in pattama of 
participation that ars not Mtifiad T>w atudarts In tht ac^temte trad^ 

paths snd complats tha aamt coursaa. and nkawisa for studants In ths othsr tricks. Furthannort , ths 
definitions of thssstracka may Changs ovartkna. so tha coursss takanby avocatk)nalstudsntinl969 
may not bs ths sama as thosa takan by fi vocational student Inl 987. Tha ssoond rtsaon foBows from 
ths first: by ascrfoing a dsgraa of urtformlly in patterns of currfcular partMpation to studants ki tha same 
track, ths wrong eonclustont may ba drawn about tha utility of tha track or tha shortcomings (or 
strengths) of that curriculum. For sxampla. poDcy maksrs may saa that "vocstionar students esm 
relatlvsly low wages or suffer from high ratas of unamploymant whan thay gat out of high achod. and 
conclude that tha vtH^attonal programa are an Inefndant use of limited educational resourcaa. This 
conclusion, howavsr. mr/ not bs supported by a mora carefuly articulated examination of tha raauks of 
diffsrent programs: heafth occupations and conatnictlon may havs very different employment 
outcomes, Tha track designationa alao obacura issues related to acceaa. Information about who is 
labeled -vocatlonar reveals littia about tha amount of participation in vocationa! education or the 
occupattonai preparation studants receive. 

In short, the track designations are indicators of high school curriculsr psrtk^^ion that are too 
broad to be useful In making educational poltey. Whfla thay are broadly kidk:ativa of tiattams of 
partkdpatton and are perhaps useful In understanding tftudenu' percaptions of thalr ovm educational 
Intenttons, tha detail necessary for tracing relationships between education snd outcomes or for 
idemifying the consequences of particular oourea^akino dectoiorw ie bat 

MeasuTBs of Samasfare of Cnat$ Comphtod in Spodlc Sub^0ct Anas 

A mors dscrlmlnatlng measure of students' partk:ipation in the high school curriculum is the 

number of courses studsnu have taken In specific subject areas such as mathsmatics or business. T^ 
measure of curricutar partlc^atlon has tha advantage of balng more deUIIed than the three broad 
cunicuhjm trecks and, therefore, avokia many of tha hazards described above. Studants or schools 
report the number of courses, semesten. or credits oorrtpleted in various subject areas, snd this 
enables researchers to discriminate smong different patterns of partidpatbn by the lave! of cou'se-

Prior work conductad by MPR Aasoclataa for tha Natbnal Asaassmant of Vocational Education 
using High School and Bayond data Indlcatad that studants' astimatas of tha numbar of aamastars 
compiatad in spadfic subjact araaa oonalatantly diffarad from astimataa darivad through transcripts.^ 
Tabia 1.1 shows that tha pradslon wlh which studanu raportad thak coursa work varlad consktarably by 
subjact araa. avtn without any of tha problama of data boonaletandas that might ba introducad wfian 
mora than ona data sat la usad.

Engllah, foreign 
languagau. sdanca. and oualnass. and under-reported th<« number of units oompletad In vocational 
areas other than trade and Industrial and technical fields. This table la Indicative of the problems 
associated with relying on partial measuraa for Indlcatlona of the number of cradita completed by 
studanta In varloua flalda. Thaaa meaaurea provide more Infonnation than the simple curriculum track 
ddsignatlona, but they Introduce a whole range of problems related to consistency of reporting, 
accounting, and Incomplete measurements. 

The probable Inconaistanciea of the partial coune-taking meaaure between ona dtta set and 
another makes k Inappropriate for the tkne-aarfea analyst presented In this report However, the partiaf 
measure haa one Importani irlvantaga over transcript data: the paillal measure reflects the 
categorization acheme ol the atuCeni or administrator reporting the data, which In turn reflects the 
aducatlonal objactlvea of the student or the student's school Afthough not available In the dau seta 
used In thla tima-aaries study, one partial measure that would ba very uaeful for atudying vocational 
aducation la Iht number of ooursaa taken In a single vocational prognm. where program denotea a 
series of Unkad courses leading to a dear vocational obJectVe.

Ona advantage of uaing tranacrlpl data la th#lr detail. Tranacrfpto provkie a courae-by-courae 
rating of the oounea taken by atudents while they were in high achooL Hence questtona about the 
relattonahlpa between ooursea or paita of the cunicukim can be addrataed. In contrast, the currteukim 
track measure doea not allow any real diaaggngatk>n of the courtea completed by atudenta kt high 
achool To return to an earfler example, atudenta enroled In the vocational track may have poorer job 
prospecu on avrag§ after high achool than students in tha academic track, but thia pattern may be 
mitigated for studvra who complete two or more ful years of training In a alngle occupational field or 
among studenu In particular vocational dtaclplinea auch as computer technotoglea. Thia kind of 
discriminating investigation cannot be undertaken without the detal avalable in tranacr^ data. 

Another advantage of trwiacilpt data la their flexhiBty for evaluattr^ patterns of panic^ion k\ the 
high school currkajlum. Uaing transciipt bUonnatkm. ihe researcher can combine courses or aut>iect 
areaa into groupings that make sense for partkxilar analytic purposes. For exar*ple. the NAEP SST 
aggregates mathematks and English courses into tv>ro very different stnictural paradlgma: tha first 
organizea courses primarily by content, the second by the level of diffkulty. These ttttf^nt 
combinationa of couraaa provide dMerem ktformatlon about the typea and levels ol coursea takan by 
high achool studenu. Hence, the analysis being undertaken hu knpOcationa for tha fonn in v/hk:h the 
data wil be aggregated: tranacrlpc data provkje the flexft^iBty neceaaary to respond to a variety of 
analytical needs. 

The third advartage of tranacrlpt data, partkajlarty for the tlme-sertea analysla presented in thia 
data vohjme. la that they enable the researcher to organize course-taking data from differerv sources 
into a oonaistani formal ParJal meaaurea of course-taking do rwt provUe a raOable measure of students' 
high school activlttes not only becauae they ara partial, but beeauae there ia no way to ensure a 
consistent scheme for daarJfyIng courses. The devek)pment of the Secondary School Taxonomy 
(SST) was a oorrplex and ttme-oonauming task that required many staff hours as weS as the efforts of sn 
; expert review panet. Many of the decisk>ns regarding where to place various courses were not obvtous; 
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rather th«y wtn» dt^ddtd u a mattar of dpMon. Tht aubjactlvt coBactlva tffoft of th« paiiidpanta. and 
tha f act mat othar raaMnabia paopla migN dtoaoraa wfth tha plactmarv ol OTM or 
ck>aa not invaOdatf tha SST. What ii Inpoitant. particulariy for thia tima-tailaa analytia that takat dau 
from four dmarani aourcaa ooRactad at dMarart tirr^a, ia not that the Taxonomy and onca and foriO any 
discuaaion atout how or whara to daaafy aaoondaiy oouraai. but rathar that count a ba conaistantly 
clasanad for purpoaaa of thia typa of Mia^. 

Daaptta tha many advantagaa of tranacrfpt data, thara wara atll problama of comlatancy in tha 
way '»ursaa wara pregrammad In tha original data aaia. Thia la a problam that can roally only ba 
cor^roOad V couna tidaa ara oonaMantly codad In aach of tha data aourcaa. For axampla. tha HS&B 
couna namaa and codaa wara hIgNy dVfarantlatad, which anablad quita pradaa placamar« of oouraaa 
In tha taxonomy .2 Howavar, thia lavtl of dWaranilatlon waa not oonalitant acroaa an of tha data aata. 
Savaral NLS-Youth coursa ttlaa wara oftan aggragatad at a tingia oourta coda; In tavafal casta thasa 
muhipla couna titlaa wart diatlngulthtd aaparataly in HS&B and wert placad in difftrtnt parta of tha 
taxonomy. At a rtauK. thtrt wtra a numbar of inoonalttanciaa in tha tima-strfat data that art not 
indicatlvt of difftrtnt pattama of oourta^aklng. but art a function of Inconsistancita in tht way coursta 
wara codtd in tht original tranacripl data tata. 

Evan though mulipit tklta wara not oombinad in aavtral of thaaa data tatt. a tinglt ocuna tkla in 
tha transcript fllat contains infcmuMion that la an aggragation of coursaa froin dVfaranI achool. Evan 
oourtts wHhrtlativalydaarlydaflnadaubiact mattar auchuAigabral may diffaraomawhat from school 
to achool in tamw of tptdfic oonlant. maihodology. or laval of sophistication. Thua, avan at thia Itval of 
dmaii, aach count tltlt raprasarta an "avaraga' oouna with ganaraBy tha samt oontant. rather than a 
couna with vary spaelic. daarly daflnad oontant By locuaing on tha ooursa aa tha unit of aggragation. 
howavar, tha amount of varfation rapraaantad by aach taxonomic category Is ralath^ly small Foi 
example, within the vocational curriculum trade, studana can complata cradlta In auch dh^erse artis u 
auto shop or health oocupatlona; within a studenl raported meaaura of aemesttra compitttd In 
cc^idca. they would In. jde phyaica and btology: at tha leva! of the taxonomie categorlea in tha SST. 
wfkich are based on aggregatlona of apedfic courses, we can determine how many cradfts students 
tamed In healtti or biology. There may be questions stil about the anwunt of variation in courses 
labeled Biology 1 that we cannot resolve, but level of Indeterminacy ia smaH rtlailvt to either of the 
broader nieasuras.

One of these to a crosa sectional sample designed to yield tha 
proper population proportiona of various radal, ethnic, and Income groups. Tha second is a 
supplemental sample designed to over-sample Hispanic, black and economically dtoadvantaged non- 
black, non-Hispanic youth. Tha third sampto was deaigned spadfically to cover tha 17 to 21 year aga 
cohort serving In tha mBttary as of the same dda.^ The sample was constructed using a multi-stage 
random probabWy »arnpia. Dwelling unlu were chosen for screening from among selected blodc 
gnDups. Block groupa ware chosen from sampled SMSA't. Youth in the target age range were reoviHed 
from dwelling unhs where screenings were successful.
